Lobster 
Fishing 


During the past century the in- 
shore fishermen of Canada’s five 
Atlantic provinces have built a 
multi-million dollar industry out 
of the lobster, the peculiar, stalk- 
eyed creature which most inland 
people associate with luxurious 
living. 

The lobster fishery as a whole is 
big business, but the primary pro- 
ducers work as independent indi- 
viduals; often it is a family oper- 
ation. About 2,000,000 traps are 
spread around the shorelines of 
the Maritime Provinces,, Quebec 
and Newfoundland, so that thou- 
sands of people are directly in- 


volved, . 
Canada's lobster fishery is ex- 

clusively a small boat operation. 

Each day from hundreds of har- 


bours scattered along the coast, 
thousands of fishermen, some in| 
punts, skiffs and dories but more} 
in trim, often brightly-colored mo- | 
tor boats, set out to harvest their 
share of our Atlantic coast’s most 
valuable inshore crop. The smooth- 
ly-powered open motor boats, up 
to 45 feet in length, are well de- 


signed and equipped for the job 
at hand. Most are fitted with 
power-driven haulers to lighten 


the back-breaking task of hauling 
hundreds of traps. Some are equip- 
ped with electronic echo sounders 
which help fishermen locate good | 
lobster grounds quickly, 

The most popular trap is in the 
form of a half cylinder with three 
or four curved wooden bows fitted 
into a rectangular wooden base. 
The bottom, sides and top of the 
trap are closed in with laths. One 
or both ends of the trap are closed 
in with laths or hand-knitted cot- 
ton or nylon netting. The trap is 
usually divided into two compart- 
ments, the “kitchen”, where the 
bait is fastened to a cord or wood- 
en spindle, and the “parlour” or 
“bedroom”, Usually two but some- 
times three mesh funnels ending 
in 4 to 6 inch diameter rings lead 


to the kitchen. A similar, single 
funnel leads from the kitchen to} 
the parlour from which escape is | 
more difficult, The bottom of the 
trap is ballasted with flat stones.

The stuff of dreams : 


(The Daily Graphle, Portage la Prairle, Man.) 


Science has finally made an invasion in force 
of one of the last remaining fortresses of privacy, the 
world of dreams. The invasion took place at the 
University of Chicago, where a group of volunteers, 
for the sum of three dollars nightly, curled up ina 
~ pea in order that theiy dreams might be observ- 
ed. 


The tests were conducted by means of tape re- 
corders, stop watches, and batteries of electrods fas- 
tened to the slumbering skulls. Heartbeat, brain- 
waves, and even the movement of eyes which were 
closed in rest were checked and recorded with care. 


The tests were conducted under the supervision 
of Dr. Nathan Kleitman, who reports that everyone 
dreams, including those folk who regard themselves 
as sound and dreamless sleepers. It is only, he says, 
that they do not remember their dreams on awaken- 
ing. 

The doctor reports that most people have three 
or more separate dreams each night and adds that 
dreams do not occur “in a flash”. . It takes the same 
length of time to dream an event, he says, as it would 
take for the same event to occur in real live. 

For those who wish to spy on their wives and 
children, this information should be helpful; a slow, 
steady movement of the eyes, behind closed lids, gen- 
erally means the person in question is dreaming. It 
is, of course, insidious bits of information like this 
that will haunt the lives of loving husbands. No long- 
er will they be able to deny having dreamed of an 
evening with Jayne Mansfield or Bridget Bardot. “I 
saw your eyeballs moving in your sleep,” their wives 
will accuse. ‘Who were you dreaming about?” 

To get back to the scientific data uncovered; the 
lighest period of sleep comes about 30 minutes after 
slumber begins. It lasts for nine minutes and it is 
during this period that we have our first dream of the 
night, says the professor. This is followed by about 
two hours of deep sleep and then another dream per- 
iod, of about 19 minutes in length. 

Still later a third, “dream passage’, of about 24 
minutes occurs and a fourth dream period comes near 
the end of the seventh hour of sleep. This later period 
lasts around 28 minutes; if it is survived another half- 
hour period of medium sleep follows and then we 
dream continuously until wakening. 

An expert dreamer could add that it is in this 
final phase, after the kids have gone out to play and 
the boss has despaired of your arriving at work, that 
the full-fledged, wide-screen, stereophonic-sound 
dreams come. 

Like many scientists, the doctor has failed to 
probe far enough into his subject. He has for example, 
completely neglected the effect on dreams of a peanut 
butter and dill pickle sandwich before retiring. Nor 
has he touched on the theory and practice of day- 


| dreaming, a specialized and highly skilled craft. 


Neither has the good doctor mentioned any cure 
for dreaming. He might consult with the Irish lady 
whose husband was kept in restless slumber by an im- 
pending inability to pay the following month’s rent. 
In desperation, she raised her bedroom window late 
one night and called across to the landlord, who lived 
next door. 

“We can’t pay next month’s rent, Mr. O’Shea,” 
she called. “Now you can dream about it and we'll 
get some sleep.”
